What I Expect from My Career in Dentistry 
Jack Drandell, San Francisco, California 


(This prize essay was the winner of the Chicago Dental Society Centennial Essay 
contest for dental students throughout the country. The contest was based on the 
theme, “What I Expect of Dentistry as a Career,” and had for its purpose the follow- 
ing criteria: First, to stimulate these young men to write; second, to create a more 
active interest in the affairs of the American Dental Association, and third, to crys- 
tallize in their minds their purpose for being members of our great profession. The 
Society sponsored this contest to especially commemorate the centennial birthday of 
the American Dental Association. We could think of no better way to begin a second 
century of service than to obtain from the young men who will begin their careers, 
an expression of their hopes, aspirations and visions of a life of ‘service in dentistry. 

This we think Jack Drandell, an undergraduate of the University of California 
Dental School in the field of orthodontics, a specialty he expects to follow in the 
Los Angeles area, has done. Jack received his B.S. degree from Southern Methodist 
University and since 1947 has worked in the field of engineering until he chose 
dentistry as a profession. He is married and has two children. Photography is his 
main hobby. Jack is 24 years old and therefore represents a more mature understand- 
ing than the average undergraduate. In his essay he has expressed the ideals and 


aspirations of our founding fathers for a free and unfettered dental health serv- 
ice—E.M.E.) 


X an individual expects from 
a career depends upon his mo- 
tivations, the efforts expended 
and hope. Those seeking a dental career 
are obviously expending a great deal of 
effort and there is hope that the future 
will unfold their best expectations. This 
paper will cover my expectations and, of 
necessity then, display my motivations 
for pursuing a dental career. 

Dentistry as a career can offer much to 
anyone who but stops to study the ad- 
vantages of this profession. The standard 
phrases that apply to dentistry as to al- 
most all professions are: achievement in 


helping your fellow man, easing pain, 
sound standing in a community through 
a comfortable living, the prestige of a 
title and many others. But these are 
statements that apply in varying degrees 
to a carpenter or a physician, a grocer 
or a lawyer, a plumber or a dentist. Al- 
though this paper will cover some of 
these advantages it will deal with other 
factors frequently overlooked. 

Most often dentists are graduated after 
pursuing a course of education that be- 
gins immediately after high school and 
terminates with a D.D.S. These days 
there is sometimes a break for military 
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service, but essentially the course of 
events runs as stated above. This means, 
then, that most dentists select their career 
in high school, graduate from dental 
school and enter practice without the 
experiences of any other profession. The 
expectations in this instance are related 
to what they have seen or heard about 
dentistry and their own personal desires. 
Too often these are entirely monetary. 
This approach to the profession is ob- 
viously different from someone who was 
a member of another profession or some- 
one who had experiences other than. in 
dentistry. Since I have had more than one 
experience before turning to dentistry, 
my outlook to the subject will be some- 
what different and there will be more 
emphasis on certain advantages of den- 
tistry that. are usually glossed over or 
omitted. 

First of all, as I see it, I will appre- 
ciate dentistry as a profession. This is I 
know, an odd approach, but none the 
less true. Even now as a Junior dental 
student, its many advantages become 
more evident. The basic aspirations I 
expect to get out of dentistry are tied in 
with an obvious liking for what I am 
now doing and hope to do later in pri- 
vate practice. 

To begin with, a basic result I hope 
to get out of dentistry is independence. 
It is often glossed over in reports on the 
advantages of a dental career, but I feel 
it is one of the fundamental values of the 
profession. I believe it is best exempli- 
fied by the reactions of my former em- 
ployers upon hearing of my plans to leave 
their employment. I might say my last 
employment was with one of the largest 
and most respected industrial giants in 
the United States. After explaining my 
reasons for leaving the company, there 
were no arguments in trying to dissuade 
me, but rather a pride that one of their 
employees was striking out “on his own.” 
If my reasons for leaving were to seek a 
legal or medical degree or to enter busi- 
ness for myself, the reactions would have 
been the same. But if I had resigned to 
go to another job, whether in the same 
industry or not, there would not have 
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been the extreme cordiality, continuing 
friendship and sincere best wishes that 
did occur. For the advantages of another 
job would have been slight in the eyes 
of my employers and are not on the same 
plane as becoming a true professional 
man. I have found that most people re- 
spect you and wish you the best for get- 
ting out on your own. As one executive 
once put it: to go from one job to an- 
other, no matter how great an improve- 


‘ment, is still moving within the “job” 


arena, but to start from scratch to gain 
one’s own business or profession, repre- 
sents something bigger and more coura- 
geous, than moving into another job. It 
séems that almost all men have-a hidden 
dream of being on their own—it is in 
fact the American dream of making your 
own way, independent and standing on 
your own two feet. The basis for this 
country’s growth and expansion is due 
to people who desire independence, who 
want no taskmaster but themselves and 
who ventured into new enterprises. The 
thought of striking out on one’s own is 
truly an American ideal and has proven 
the magic hope for the millions of immi- 
grants who make up this country. 
Possibly this feeling toward independ- 
ence is not shared by many members of 
the dental profession, especially those 
whose experience is limited entirely to 
dentistry. As I have observed, many den- 
tists who complain of dentistry’s disad- 
vantages are those who have never ex- 
perienced the disadvantages of other pro- 
fessions. Those few who were once as- 
sociated in other fields, I have found, 
are far more appreciative of their dental 
careers. In the final analysis it is only by 
comparison that one can best judge a sit- 
uation. It is often disconcerting to me to 
talk to a dentist who complains of the 
dental profession only as hard work and 
relatively poor pay. To them I say that 
truly dentistry is not’an easy profession 
and the remuneration is not meant to 
make one wealthy, but in the vast world 
outside dentistry, jobs are also hard work, 
poor pay and a boss to put up with for- 
evermore.

DENTURIST BILL DEFEATED 
IN NEVADA 


A third state has defeated a public 
denturist bill, when a bill to permit 
laboratory technicians to deal directly 
with the public was defeated by failure 
to reach the floor of the Nevada Legis- 
lature. Similar bills were introduced in 
the legislatures of Georgia and Washing- 
ton and were defeated. Only Oklahoma 
has a bill pending and it was reported 
out of committee without recommenda- 
tion. As an aftermath of the Georgia fail- 
ure to pass, two officials of the Independ- 
ent Laboratory Association were found 
guilty of illegal practice of dentistry and 
were fined $250.00 with suspended three- 
year sentences.

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WHAT I EXPECT FROM 
MY CAREER IN DENTISTRY

Rather than continuing now and. dis- 
cussing any second expectation from den- 
tistry, I shall instead continue with the 
above, since being your own boss is not 
the acme of any profession; it goes hand 
in hand with other values one must have 
for the total fulfillment of a good career. 
A most important phase of dentistry and 
the one from which I expect to receive a 
great deal of satisfaction is in a job well 
done. A very common complaint today 
about our advanced industrial system is 
that the worker is so far removed from 
the finished product he cannot associate 
himself with it. In order to produce any 
item a vast team effort is required, and 
the individual’s contribution is often 
quite small no matter how vital. And in 
the upper echelons of business, the politi- 
cal machinations, the compromises and 
‘clashes of personalities often leave little 
time for creative effort and, finally, if 
one does see a project through, it is less 
the handiwork of the individual but more 
often the result of compromise and poli- 
tics. Here again the satisfaction of seeing 
a job through is difficult. 

In dentistry, I expect to be able to 
take a given patient’s problems, estab- 
lish a plan of treatment, compromising 
if necessary with my own judgment and 
finally have the satisfaction of seeing the 
work through to completion, and I hope, 
to be able to take pride and satisfaction 
in a job well done. There are very, very 
few professions where this is possible and 
dentistry has this tremendous advantage 
to offer anyone who chooses it for a 
career. 

To diverge just a bit to bring home 
another most important point, the oral 
cavity has long been a no-man’s land, 
almost ignored by physicians and save 
for the teeth, untouched by the dentist. 
Now as in our training today in such sub- 
jects as dental medicine, oral pathology, 
pharmacology and the like, it offers ever 
widening vistas of practice to the gradu- 
ating dentist. This is extremely important 
in this picture of expectations for I hon- 
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estly would find dentistry a most boring 
career in spite of all the good points 
previously mentioned if it didn’t offer a 
challenge. Since dentistry has advanced 
from the stage of looking at one tooth at 
a time to now where treatment consists 
of taking care of the entire oral cavity, 
it offers as much challenge as the practi- 
tioner wishes to receive. This problem of 
challenge is highly important for al- 
though there is repetition and boredom 
in almost every job, if it is completely so, 
life can be unbearable. 

In summary, it is obvious I, or any 
graduating dental student, can expect 
much from dentistry. Among the second- 
ary factors are a comfortable income, 
community standing and a very impor- 
tant one in the satisfaction of helping 
your fellow man. This last item is quite 
important, but is so often discussed 
when reference is made to any branch of 
medicine, that it was not expounded 
upon in this paper. However, since any 
dentist must like people, which I do, this 
advantage was a most important factor 
in my decision for a dental career. I 
consider it of prime importance and I 
expect a lot of satisfaction from helping 
those who seek me out for dental treat- 
ment. As to a comfortable income and 
community position, I had these before 
I returned to dental school; what I hope 
to add are: Independence, pride in my 
work, the satisfaction of a complete job 
well done, helping my fellow man and 
as much challenge to my mental abilities 
as I care to pursue. I hope to gain all 
of these from dentistry.
